HE Committee firſt took under their 
Conſideration an Examination of 


John Henneſey, late the Popiſh Prieſt of the 


United Pariſhes of Donerayle, taken before 
the Lord Donerayle, and John Love, Eſq; 
dated zd January 1731-2, marked in the 
Appendix with the Letter [A], which was 
laid before the Houſe amongſt the other 
Original Papers, and contains Matters of 


very great Importance. 


It ſets forth the Contents of a-Popiſh 
Bull, which was ſent from Bruſſels in the 


Year 1729, to Chriftopher Butler, Titular 


Popiſh Archbiſhop of Caſbell, and by him 
tranſmitted to the ſeveral Titular Popiſ# 


Biſhops in Munſter, granting an Indulgence 
to Papiſis from their Sins, provided they 


oomplied with the Terms of the ſaid Bull. 
The princi pal of which was, to contribute 


Money towards adyancing the Pretender 
to the Crown of theſe Kingdoms, and de- 


throning His Sacred Majeſty King George. 


It alfo contains a moſt treaſonable Doctrine 


of Teigue Mcc. Carthy, alias Rabab, titular 
Popiſh Biſhop of Corke, That it was not un- 
in 4 * lawful

lawful to rob King George of his Duties, 
ſince he had no Right to the Crown. 
Mr. Love being examined, ſaid, That 
Henneſey ſwore to the ſaid Information be- 
fore him, which he took by Orders from 
the Govetnment; That he fawia Copy of 
the ſaid Bull, which he was informed by 
Perſons who ſaw the Original, and under- 
ſtood Latin, was a true Copy; ; and that he 
has been told by ſeveral in the Country, 
that Money was collected purſuant to the 
ſaid Bull. And what your Committee 
take to be a very ſtrong Corroboration of 
Henneſey's Veracity, is, what is further re- 
lated by Mr. Love, That the Night the 
Votes of this Houſe reached Donerayle, (by) 
which it appeared, That an Enquiry was 
to be made into Original Papers ſeized in 
Gorke) twelve Men, as the ſaid Love was 
inſotmed, efitred; the Dwelling-Houſe of 
the ſaid Henneſey, who lay ill of an Ague, 
and carried him off: But where, your Com- 
mittee cannot inform the Houſe; yet have 
no Doubt but it was done by the Contri- 
rance of the Papiſts, to ſtifle any further 
Evidence the ſaid Henneſey might give of 
their Practices, deltec f the Peace of; 
The Committee, were Cakes 8 
by Mr. Love, That upon giving the Go- 
rernment Notice of the ſaid Information, 
he was: directed to make further Enquiry; 
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61 
and at Lent Affizes following ſaid Infor- 
mation, he was authorized with the She- 


riffs of the City of 'Corke by the then go- 


mg Judges of Aſſize, to force open the 
Doors of the ſaid Teigue' Rabab and Joſeph 


Nagle; which laſt appears by the Examina- 


tion of ſaid Henneſæy, to be one of the Pre- 
tender s Agents for the Province of Man- 
fler. That, purſuant to the ſaid Order, 
they came to the Lodgings of the ſaid Na- 
gle, who inſolently tri over them, 
and told them, he had three Days Notice, 
and that was Time enough to remove all na- 
terial Papers. So that what came to the 
ſaid Mr. Love's Hands, was owing to 
Chance, or ſaid Nagl#s Negligence, being 
found in Corners unobſerved by him; and 
by their Purport ſhew plainly what Conſe- 
ence it was of, to have made a diligent 
and ſecret Search amongſt his Papers: But 
the Notice he received of the Order againſt 
him, prevented a Diſcovery that muſt un- 
doubtedly have been of the utmoſt Service 
to the Proteſtant Intereſt of this Kingdom, 
by detecting the traiterous Correſponden- 
ces of the Papiſts, at all times carried on 
between this Kingdom and the Court of 
Rome, in order to contrive the Ruin of our 
moſt excellent Conſtitution in Church and

This Informant was told the 5th or 6th 
of laſt Month by Teigue Shehan and Fl- 
rence.

Carthy, two Popiſh Prieſts, That 
the ſaid Fo/eph Nagle and Francis Lloyd 
were ſoon to go off from Dublin to Hlan- 
ders, with Fifteen Hundred Pounds for the 
Pretender's Ule, which Sum had been col- 
lected as aforeſaid. 


This Informant and his 14 Biſhop ha- 


ving had a warm Diſpute about the Law- 
fulneſs or Unlawfulneſs of Running Goods,

Carthy took all Opportunities to 
make this Informant uneaſy ; and. at laſt 
by his Intereſt with the Heads of the No- 
miſh Church, they prevailed on Perſons of 
the fame Church, to proſecute and convict 
fad Informant for being a Popiſh Prieſt, 
and obtained an Order of T ranſportation,

This Informant was preſent when 77 Fegue

Gentry and Comentry, than he daly docs 
unjuſtly, he ſett by all manner of his Du- 
ty to his Flock, and his chief Studdy day-
